San Francisco, Cal, July 1.—[Spe- 
eial.}—The Irish leaders late today lost 
their fight before the Democratic reso- 
‘ytions committee for a plank favoring 
recognition of the Irish republic. 

The committee also defeated a pro- 


"posed plank that would leave the Irish 


question to the league of nations. In 
this second defeat some of the admin- 
istration adherents were beaten. 

The vote against the Irish recogni- 
tien was reported to be 30 to 17. 


Express Sympathy. 

As a substitute for these two defeat- 
ed planks the platform committee 
adopted a plank expressing sympathy 
of the Democratic party with the as- 
pirations of the Irish people for self- 
government and “ pledging such action 
in the matter as would be consistent 
with international comity and usage.” 

The friends of Ireland, dissatisfied 
over the outcome, were mobilizing to- 
night for a demonstration on the floor, 
of the convention, armed to the teeth 
with Bourke Cochran, Morgan O’Brien, 
ex-Goy. Edward F. Dunne of Illinois, 
and other Democratic leaders to lead 
their fight. | 

What the delegates will do remains 
to be seen when the vote on the plat- 
form is called. 

_. Enormous Irish Pressure. 

The champions of Ireland exerted 
enormous pressure on the committee 
© adopt he Irish independence recog- 
aition plank and a lobby of 200 dele- 
gates holding a meeting in a room ad- 
joining the resolutions committee room 
for several hours while the subject 
Was being considered kept the corri- 
dors of the convention auditorium in 
an uproar. 

Efforts of the Irish’-champions to 
get a hearing before the committee 
Were turned down flatly and this re- 
jection only served to fan the fury of 
the disappointed representatives of 
Irish independence in this country. 

They sent a note to Senator Car- 
wr Glass, chairman of the committee, 
ssking that Frank P. Walsh be given

‘All the Lundin-Thompson organization asks of its 
Republican opponents is a blunder in slatemaking 


candidates toward whom the public will justly be 
indifferent, the city hall organization can win. 


The city hall's greatest strength is its opposi- 
tion’s foolishness. Half the voters in Chicago are 
“interested in politics all the time and the other 


promising exceptional performance. They will not 
beé interested if they see no chance of improvement. 
They will not be interested unless the opposition 
to the mayor attracts them by courage and merit 
and an issue to fight for. 

An attack on Thompson made in a fashion which 
does not inspire confidence or promise betterment 
will find half the voters staying at home. If they 
do stay at home the city hall, with its superior or- 
‘ganization, will win. 

The opposition has nothing in a poritical forma- 
tion which can stand up against the city hall. If 
the contest is one of political organizations the, 
opposition is defeated before it starts. Thompson 
wins in such contests, and he can win with a little 
over.a quarter of the vote. Ifa majority controlled 


he will win. 

If the opposition presents a slate of candidates 
who have public respect and fights on an issue 
which interests the now indifferent people, the. city 
hall will be defeated, but not otherwise. When the 
opposition Republicans make their slate for the 
primaries they determine whether they will be 
suacessful or failures again.

TO END PERSONAL GOVERNMENT. 
Senator Harding's announcement after a con- 
ference with Gov. Coolidge that “we have agreed 
that we will base the campaign on an appeal to 
restore party government as a constitutional sub- 
stitute for personal government” ts an encourag- 
ing development of the presidential campaign. 
The citizens of the United States do not elect 
a president to rule them. It is not their intention 
to become “subjects” of their’ chief executive, 
but to remain citizens, with a constant voice and 
influence in the making and administration of the 
laws under which they liva The record of the 
present administration has been contrary to this 


measures and purposes, even though supported by 
the constitution in their opposition, have been 
branded as willful men.

CRIPPLED HERO FUND READY. -° 

Washington, D. C., July 1.—[{Special.] 
—Col. R. G. Cholmeley Jones, director of 
the bureau of war risk insurance, re- 
fused today to discuss the plans he has 
under consideration for the disbursement 
of the $46,000,000 appropriated by con- 
gress for the hospitaligation of disabled 
ex-service men. The whole question, he 
said, was still In conference, treasury 
officials of the war risk and public health 
service, officers of the army and navy, 
and representatives of welfare organiza- 
tions sharing in the deliberations, and a 
plan of hospitalization will be agreed 
upon probably in a few days. 

The appropriation was included in the 
sundry civil bill approved June 6, pro- 
viding for “ medical, surgical and hos- 
pital services, medical examination, 
funeral expenses, traveling expenses, and 
supplies for beneficiaries of the bureau 
of war risk insurance,” including ex- 
penses incident to the commitment of 
the mentally incompetent to hospitals 
for the care and treatment of the in- 
sane. 

Under the terms of the act the appro+ 
priation is to be disbursed by the war 
risk bureau. The allotments to the 
board of managers, it is specified, shall 
include “such sums a8 may be neces- 
sary to alter or improve existing facili- 
ties in the several branches under its 
jurisdiction so as to provide adequate 
accommodations for war risk insurance 
beneficiaries committed to its care.” 

MANY MEN STILL HAVE CHANCE

Only two premium payments are nec- 
essary to put the policy in force again. 
You will not have to pay all the in- 
tervening premiums.

AS TO CHINESE ON THE FARM. 
Monticello, June 29.—[{Editor of The 


Tribune.J—A letter in Monday’s TRIBUNE 
by Patrick H. O'Donnell advocates the 
importation of Chinese labor for the 
farms of this country. To set forth such 
@ proposition one must, undoubtedly, be- 
lieve in the theory of a servile race, 
a thing which is both immoral and un- 
democratic. It was opposition to this 


theory that made Lincoln president in 
1861, and it seems strange, indeed, in this 
day and age, that an American citizen 
should propose a thing so contrary to the 
high ideals of democracy. 

America does not need toibecome more 
aristocratic, but it does need to become 
more democratic. Monopoly and explol- 
tation have driven the people from the 
farms of America. Overcapitalized land 
demands high rents, large — long 
days, and big machinery. 

There is nothing to encourage young 
people to stay on the farm. I asked 
a bright boy, the son of a prosperous ten- 
ait farmer that delivered milk into our 
city a few years ago, if he were going 
to be a farmer. He replied in these 
terse words: “It takes too much money 
to farm.” 

To solve the farm help problem, ex- 
tend the rwugeg credits, regulate rents, 
éstablish a vcermanent tenancy, 
make smaller farms, and apply a grad- 
uated acre tax to discourage investment 
and speculation in farm lands. 

Instead of importing a servile race, 
let us strive to bring forth the time 
| when no mar shall live by the sweat of 
another, when a trained mind shall guide 
a trained hand and the only servant a 
man shall have will be the material 
forces about him, subdued and mastered 
by science and invention.

game next fall. This arrangement, if - 
ried out, will be a great disappointment To 
Lane, and I have no doubt to the High 
School of Commerce, also, for both schools 
have gone to great expense in fostering base- 
ball. The Lane school deficit at the present 
time is about three thousand dollars ($3.- 
000.00), more than half of which was in- 
curred in supporting various forms of ath- 
letics. Surely the school should receive 
something mere than glory.

tertainments and the collection of small fees 
at games. Last Fall the Boar dof Educa- 
tion abolished all pay entertainments and 
Offered to supply from its own funds an 
amount equal to that which the schools had 
been in the practice of raising.

that unless something is donee to provide 
the schools with money there will soon be 
no teams to play. I suggest that the-fund 
be divided into three equal parts, one part 
being set aside as a reserve fund to remain 
in the hands of The Tribune, and one part to 
be given to each of the two contestipg 
schools. I do not believe it is wise to at- 
tempt to raise the whole amount of the 
guarantee fund at once.

John F. Jelke was originally sen- 
enced to. pay a fine of $10,000 and to 
serve two years in prison. 

Ferdinand Jelke, formerly a judge 
in the Common Pleas court, tells in 
the bill how he worked without recom- 
pense for his brother from the time the 
latter was indicted by a federal grand | 
jury until he \.as pardoned. 

Demands $30,000 a Year. | 


A note attached to the bill reads: 

“Judge Jelke brought this suit for 
practically a ten year period of un- 
interrupted service devoted to the af- 
fairs of his brother, John F. Jelke. We 
expect to prove that for a ten year 
period, practically to the exclusion of 
other work, such service has a mod- 
erate worth of $30,000 a year.” 

“He is indebted to me for legal serv- 
ices and for advice, counsel, care, dilli- 
gence, journeys, and attendance as the 
attorney and solicitor of and for the 
defendant at his request, and for ma- 
terials and necessary things provided 
by the plaintiff,” the bill reads. 

Accused of $800,000 Fraud. 

John F. Jelke was indicted by the 
federal grand jury in 1914 and was 
tried before Federal Ju Geiger on 
charges of defrauding th@®rovernment 
of $800,000 taxes on artificially colored 
oleomargarine. At the conclugion of 
the trial he was sentenced to pay a 
fine of $10,000 and Committed to the 
federal penitentiary for two years. 

In passing sentence Judge Geiger 
sald he considered Jelke the “ brains” 
of the alleged conspiracy and that em- 
ployés of the concern, who were tried 
with him, were merely tools. Jelke 
was @ gray haired man of 58 years 
at that time. 

In March, 1916, Jelke’s sentence was 


$10,000, Last spring he was pardoned 
by President Wilson after he had paid 
his fine.

Aldermen Plan Sale of 
Refuse at Profit. | 


As more than 1,100 of the 2.000 strik- 
ing city employfs returned to work 
yesterday, accepting the $1,750,000 in 
wage increases proffered by the city 
council, an end to the garbage handler «' 
strike was seen in the proposal of the 
council finance committee to do away 
with the strikers’ jobs. 

Ald. Capitain, Wallace, and Kostner 
are backing a plan to close the munic- 


|ipal garbage ‘reduction plant at Iron . 
| and Thirty-ninth street; where 500 tons 


of garbage has accumulated, and sell 
all municipal garbage under contract. 


Costs $250,000 a Year. 


“The plant is costing the city about ' 


$250,000 a year to operate,” said Ald. 
Capitain. “The city could sell its 
refuse to any one of three firms at a 
good profit and get rid of the strike at 
the same time.” 

At Monday’s meeting of the commit- 
tee Ald. Kostner made the motion to 
close the plant and ask for bids on the 
garbage, but action was deferred. 

Paul David, the garbage handlers’ 
business agent, who is demanding 
$5.60 a day instead of $4.85 for his 
men, was obdurate in his stand yes- 
terday. 

: “ The city will suffer or pay my men 
$5.60,” was his declaration. 
Clerks Vote to Stay. 

The 951 city hall clerks and steno.- 
raphers, who threatened to strike fol- 
lowing ths council’s failure to grant 
their full demands, met last night, 
rapped the council In a formal resolu- 
tion, but voted to stick to their jobs.
